This prehistory oF man te, of course, 
immensely longer that what can, by any 
strctch ot language, Lye: callecl his trae hie 
tary. At present our histerical records 
Levin in Exvpt and Mesopotamian, using 
the latter word to melude the entire caun- 
try adjacent to the Tigris-and Euphrates; 
ond the first dim milications of anything 
that can penperly be cm lliecd history: do nat 
go hiek seven thousand years, while 1 18 
not until some five thotsend vears. ago 
that we begin to be on centinunusly firm 
historical ground, | 

At that time Terope was still im the 
prehistoric stage, atid ts inhabitants knew 
practically. nothing of either metals or 
writing: being in, the neolithic or polisher 
stoie cultaral stage. In Arriva history 
camtiot be said te have begun much before 
the-advent of the white man, although 
there ate extraordinary architectural re- 
mains of old and strange civilizations i 
Mexico; Central Acterica, and Per. 

"Otd” lowever, ig a. relitive term. 
The eadiest mionuments: hestde the lower 
Nile and lower Euphrates, like the ear 
Hest monuments on the high plateaus or 
in the dete tropical forests of the new 
world, are purely moadern—are things of

history of man ts aliwost, but not quite, 
contmned te his development in Europe.

the aves of polished stone, bronze, and 
iron aid the total ef histeric times all 
put together (see picture, page 129}. 

These Netinderthal men were squat, 
lnitly, hig-headed, thick-skulled: savages, 
with brows projectime aver cavernous 
eves, knecs permanently bent, and jaws 
nlmost chintess, Their brams were of 
good size, bit the partions which repre- 
sent the higher intellectual attaiiments 
were poorly developed, 

The type skull af the mace was discov 
ered sixty Vears ago: bot tts wide diver- 
gence from existing type, combined with 
its large beam! capacity, caused student= 
tui doubt its exact place in the homan 
scale. Darwin practically ignored it, ab 
thoigh it was exactly the “orissing link” 
he liaped to find. The perverse ingenuity 
of the great anatomist Virchaw. who, 
with wroatg-headed insistence, declared 
its pectliarities to be pathologic, delayed 
for a generation the full anderstinding 
of its inmportince, 

Chher skotls and skeletons were feud, 
however, and there its now ne inare clouht 
of the racml exmtence of the Neander- 
thals than of the racial existenwe of the 
ancietit Egyprians, They were a low race 
af men, distinctly humat, but far nearer 
the beast thansany existing race. They 
were widely distributed, began to live in 
eives when the Glactal epoch really 
opened, and assujugusly practiced the m- 
dustry of making tools, implements, and 
weapoits Of tint. 

They lived by the chase of the great 
vame with which they were surrounded, 
Some of their faverite hunting grounds 
were frequented by them for tiotoll gen- 
enitions, and the skeletal remains of 
thonsands of bison and reimideer and tens 
of thousands of wild horses, mingle 
with the bones of mammoth and rhinoe= 
eros, show low the game ahouwnded. 
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Some of their fovorite caverns were 
loved ta dy then and by their snccessrs 
for fifty thousand years, 

They were widely, although thinly, 
spread over Eitrope, and the developanent 
of their flit tools and implemerits is 
everywhere so uniform as to show that 
the various stages in the evolutiun of 
their culture in different pices were es- 
sentially contemporary. During the im- 
tense period of time when they were the 
onty human bemgs in Furape the clinite 
changed from warm-temiperate to glacial, 
amd the fauna changer in like fashicn, 
ane set of beasts supplanting another. 
They hunted all these creatures, bat es- 


qtcmlly the horses, oxen, amd reindeer. 


Yet how small a-factor man then was 
as tevards the extermination of the big 
game may be gathered from the fact that 
the changes in the faunas were evidently 
due purely to climatic alerstions. When 
the climate changed, so ae to favor the 
nuumiath, woolly rhinoceros, miisk-ox, 
reindecr, amd steppe horse, ther all 
avarmed inte the tand, where boitherto 
ther had tot been found, and tourisle 
and inéreased greatly. Tp ts evident that 
the presence of the Neanderthal hanter 
had me elect tpon them. ble cold mot 
ever prevent theitincresse when chimaitic 
comditions favored such increase

At ast the fife tent cf these primitive 
htinter folk drew to a close.

The most profound change in the 
whole racial toot cultural) history of 
western. Eurépe was the sudden ond total 
suoplinting of these savages, lower than 
any exiktme finan type, by the tall, 
finely built Cro-Magnon race of lnunters, 
who tn intelligence evidently ranked high 
as compared with all but the verv fore- 
inost modem peoples, ond who. belonged 
to the same species of man that we do— 
Homo arpiens (see pleture, page 222). 

Geologicaliy, these were modern tes 
migrants into western Europe; for there 
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ia reasonably goo ground to believe that 
they entered that region only twenty-five 
or thirty thousand years ago. They hos- 
sesseil really noteworthy artistic ability, 
and their catvitigs, drawmgs, and paint- 
ings of the mammoth, bison, aurochs, rhi- 
noceras, harse, reindeer, cave bear, and 
cave lion are of lugh merit,

Chie or more Asintic taces reached 
eentril Europe somewhere about this 
time and may lave influenced their cub 
ture. Fora time there was another mite 
associated with them in southern Earope, 
atic, very curiously, this was arave akm 
to the negro pypinies of present-day 
Africa. . 

Hut these small negromds soon vat- 
ished, and the tall hunter-artsts re- 
mained the sole masters of western Eat 
rape for what, judged by all historic 
étundards, was an immense period of 
timne—perhaps ten thousand years—cer- 
tainly mech Ioneer than the perine which 
cavers tlie entire known history of the 
white race which now doniinates. the 
world—_for the put pa white man has 
rot been a pornderahle element m civii- 
ration or histery for omch more than 
three thousand years | 

Then the Cro-Magnons: in their turn 
soecitnibed There are inilicatinns that 
they lid plready begun to fall off some 
what, loth physically and coltarally, in 
advornance with that strange law which 
seeins to apply to every social ind politi- 
cal organiam, just as it does to every itt 
dividual, and which ordains that growth 
shall be followed by decay and: death. 

Be this as it may, thre fine race draap- 
wared, almost or quite completely, and 
‘i ita place there enme, seemingly from 
Asia, fourcor five different types of hu- 
manity, all of which can today be dis- 
eemed in Furope’s ethnically very mixed 
population | 

he extreme dificulty of determining 
in prehistoric times the extent of corre- 
lation between racial invasion and. ent- 
tural change and the effect upon one rice 
of conquest orinfiltration hy another mar 
be nieasured by comparing it with what 
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we know of these matters in connection 
with the comparatively modern pm his- 
toric cate of the Normans, 

These were Scandinavian ‘sea-thieves, 
who conquered and settled m a province. 
of France to which they gave their name, 
the marie being merely the romance- 
speaking peoples’ effort to pronounce 
Northmen, a5 both Norwesans anid 
Danes were often called. In its curly 
Stages the conquest was precisely like 
those which neler Norserrin trade in 
England, Scotland. and Ireland. In 
these countries the invaders were uiti- 
mately assimilated with the orginal. in- 
hahitunte and became Englishmen, [rish- 
ten, and Scotchinen without. producing 


any tlew racial type, 


Hut the conquerors of the province im 
northwestem France so influenced anil 
were so infinenced by their surroundings, 
including especially the people they. con- 
Querel, that ant entirely new and extriwr- 
ait race sprang up—a race that for a 
century or two was, on the whole, the 
leading force im the development of west- 
ern Europe. This race lost almost every 
particle of its Scandinavian cultyre— 
speech, religion, art, weapons, midustry, 
lnw. Tt beratné completely French m ill 
these mutters, antl doubtless mamly 
French even in blot. 

But it produced a totally new and ex- 
ceedingly lle and formidable type of 
Frenchman. . Nornmuins conquered Sicily, 
England, and treland, pottmg raters on 
the thrones of the two former, atid estah- 
lished carhdioms or principalities in places 
is iit apart as Scotland and Syria. 
Everywhere they merged in the mass of 
the people whom they tnd! corinered and 
dominated, Fyerywhere their advent 
prodded a profound and lastmg efiect 
on the culture of the conqtiered people, 
and yet nowhere did they leave a trace 
of the culture of their own forefathers, 
eu! they left only a trace of their blood. 

If we bad not the written records we 
would be utterly inable to make a gwess 
nt the causes of the revolutions and to- 
tilly new types of evolutionary develop 
ment tm civilization whieh they brought 
about, The merest plance at their hr- 
tory explains: why we find so many pre- 
historic problems insoluble. 
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PCROPE DID NOT GIVE RISE TO A SEXGLI 
SPICIES OF MAN 

Mr,, Osborn’s conclusions are stated 
tentatively — that is, scientiically — as 
strong probabilities, not certainties. They 
are as: follows, and they tepresent the 
comclisions which are in aecerd with our 
present knowledge. 

From the edthest: Paleolithic to Neo- 
lithic times western Europe was never a 
eenter of human evolution, It did tot 
give rise to a single species of man, nor 
di there occur therein any marked evo- 
lution or trinstormation of human types. 
The main racial evolution took place to 
the eastward, whence at first primitive 
and afterward modern types of men 
found their way westward, 

OF all the races of Paleolithic man 


which appeared in Europe, no one was 
ancestral to any other; they all, swoces- 
sively arrived tally formed. Therefore 
the family trees or lines of descent of the 
races of the Old Stone Age consist of -a 
humber of cntirely separate branches, 
which had been corpletely developed in 
the eastern mass of the great Furasmtic 
continent. 

The suilden appearance in Europe, 
Some 25,000 years ago, of a burman race 
with a high onder of brain was net a local 
Jeap forwanl, but the result of o long 
process of evolution elsewhere.

This is the place which is generally 
recoprized to have been the original home 
Of the human race, where, indim anid 
misty ages before histery began, men first 
attempted to fonn themselves into organ- 
viel communities, where the [lebrew race 
found its origin, and whence then first 
leader, Abraham, went out in search of 
the land which he alould afterward. re- 
cove for an inheritance. 

lt is: a long and comparatively narrow 
stretch of country, running op from the 
Persian Gulf toward the Taurus Mown- 
tains and that lofty tablelaried which we 
now knew as Armen. (in its northern 


and northeastern side it: js bordered by a 
fringe of mountains, gradually sloping 
up toward the great northern ranges; ©n 
the seathern and. southwestern side it 
fades away into the great Arabian desert

Tr both cases, therefore, though for 
apposite reasons, the hand of man was 
needed ta make the rivers trelpfal. In 
Mesnpotumin the avater was controlled

Under the system of irrigation both 
lands were astonishingly fertile. Even 
today tt tan be seen that only well-di- 
rected work is needed to bring back the 
ancient fertility, After the spring rains 
the Aitsopotarian slopes ire. coehed with 
dich yerlure and are gay with flowers: 
But of old these lands were the wonder 
of the world ior their ricliness. 

Of Bahvlawia, the Greek historian 
Herodotus wrote 2,350 years agot “This 
rerritary tof all that we keow the ‘best 
i far tor producing grain: as to trees, 
HW does fet even attempt to bear them, 
either fg or vine or olive: but for pre 
ducing gram it is.so goed! that it returns 
as much os two Tundrod fold for the 
avermer, amd when it hears at tts best, it 
praduces three hamedred, fold.” 

You had, then, a lind which; in con- 
stant human occupation ond with con- 
stant and organized attention to the de- 
tiils of irrigation, was capable of almost 
anything; hit at the same time it was a 
lagel which, deft to itself. went back 
quickly to wilderness. The parching 
heat of summer withered everything on 
the Mesopotamian uplands ; the low levels 
of Rahylonia very speedily became marsh 
if the waters were not regulated. 

Sc, the hind of man eine withdtawn 
or checked, hoth Mesopotamia and Baby 
lonia went hack fo the state mp which they 
were oniginally atid irnowhieh we see them 
now. They became great ‘harren wastes; 
the Abcsopotimian slopes chod mn spring 
with a brief heauty, then parched ind 
Hesolate for the rest of the season; the 
Babvienian plaing covered with swamp 
aod jiighe where fever and malaria 
hreed continually, 


NEST ATICN SUCCEEDS LIX RIANCE 


The desolation is only accentuated! by 
the mchincholy renin of foman act 
tv—roonls choked and sited op til they 
have become fever leds instead af arter- 
ies: huge mounds of rubbish which onte 
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were great historic cities, towering up 
dbowe the plain, shapeless and unsightly. 

Detore man came the land was waste. 
When he had learned to bridle its. rivers 
and to develop its capabilities, it became 
“as the garden of the Lord.” Now that 
he has lost. the grip of his first inherit- 
arwe it has gone back to waste again. 

Yet there can be no doubt that here 
a country of almost infittite possililiries, 
atid that in the fitture, possibly neta very 
distant future, the first home of the race 
will agam he one af the most fertile anil 
perhaps one of the litsiest spots in the 
worl. 


MINLE WHITERS AS EVR-WIESESAES 


There are few things more: remarkable 
than the way mm which this land which 
had ener Leen supeeme m the history of 
the world, and which for centiines was 
ong of the great molding forces of human 
story, passed almost entirely out of the 
thought ancl memory of cwalized man, 

We know tt, of course, from our Bibles: 
The mane of Nineveh. “that prent city,” 
und the story of Nebuchadnezzar’s pride, 
as he looked round. pre, palace and tem- 
ple and tower, and-s “Ts not this great 
Cabylon, whieh 1 have built?" These 
things are part of our eatliest and unfor- 
fetiable impressions of history, 

The men who wrote the history and the 
prophecy of the Old ‘Testament did so 
when these lands were living: and at the 
height of their glory, They witnessed 
Assyria trampling down the nations and 
gathering their treatin “as one guthereth 
eres that are forsnken,” and thev saw her 
fall, exulting over the overthrow af Nine 
evelt, whose crnelty had passed upon all 
nations. They si the sesond nse of 

Babylon under Nebuc hadnezzar, ani 
in ed in the midst of its splendors and 
belveldl ther all pass awiiy. 


“THEN CAME MiIDNtéuT” 


Ther came down midnight. So wtterly 
had the Jocal habitation and the name of 
these great cities vanished from the mem- 
ory Gf man that goo years tefere Chrest, 
when Nenophon and the Ten Thousand 
maurchedl through the land after the battle 
of Cunaxa, they passed the ruins of 
Nineveh and never knew of them, and 
encariped beside the tuins of Kaloh, an- 
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other af the mighty cities of Assyria, 
and spoke of them as “an ancient city 
named Larissa.” 

Wonderful stories ane legenils, of 
course, still found their place in the 
minds of men about these guvient cities 
atid monarchies—legends of Nimrod, of 
Ninus and Semiramis, and of the wor- 
erful polaces and hanging gardens of 
Palylon, Tut where these cities stood 
and what had becomé of their glories, 
these were things utterly forgotten for 
clase on 2000 years. 

“Babylon,” said Isatal, long before 
(Isamih xa: teed, “the glory of ki 
Hom, the beauty of the Chaldee’s Bch 
leney, shall be as when God overthrew 
Sodom aml Gomorrah, ft shall never be 
Inhabited, neither shall it be divelt in 
irom generation td generation, neither 
shall the Arabian pitch tent there. .  - 
But the wild beasts of the desert shall lie 
there, and their houses shall be full of 
doleful creatures; and owls shall dwell 
there, and sutyra shall dance there.”

At the head of each community was an 
official who called himself, in his inserip- 
tions, the “patesi,” of his own particular 
state, and who seems to have been, like 


Melchizedek, a combination of priest and 


lire, 

Theinhabitants of the city were skilled 
in various trades and professions; their 
social fabric was already sharply divided 
into a considerable variety of clusses + and 


their pottery and the fragments of their 


seulpture which have suryiverl shaw us 
that they were by ni ntears unskilled! in 
the tine arts. . | 

Most important of all, they had already 
evolved a very ceomplete and highly de- 
veloped system of writing, which in itself 
must have tuken centuries ta reach the 
Stuge at which it is first found, Jt began, 
no doubt, with pure picture-writing, as 
the Revptiin hieroglyphic system bean; 
brut while the Egyptians mamiamed the 
pictorial element of their svstem to the

It has been suggested that they drifted 
dittass the meauntains. trom India, and, 
atter settling for awhile in. l’ersia, finally 
found their resting-place im the Puby- 
lonian plain; and that the form which 
they gave their temples, towering up lke 
mountains mito the sky, may have been 
diye to a remembrince of ciriy days 
among the hills of India and Persia; but 
that is scarcely more than guesswork. 

In fact, we only see this people through 
the mists for a short tome at the very be- 
ginning of things, and then they disap- 
pear; driven out of their land, or brought 
thto subjection by a stronger and more 
warlike race—that Semitic people from 
whom Abraham and the Nebrews sprang 

You are to imagine the land, then, a= 
dotted all over at pretty frequent inter. 
vals with fairly important towns. Round 
each town rises a high wall of brick, very 
thick and strong, faced on the outside 
with the harder kiln-burnt bricks. In the 
center of the town mses the Ziggurat, or 
temple-tower. It may have any number 
of stages, from three to seven, according 


ty, the wealth of the town or the devout- 


ness of its priest-king, Beside it is the 
malice of the fatter, and under the shudow 
ot these tye great buildings crouch the 
amaller houses. 

WANT OF STONE MAKES NARIOW kOOMS 

Even in the nalace the rooms are long. 
and narrow, for the want of stone and 
timber limits their breadth to the length 
cf “uch root-learms as can convernerthy 
be procttted: and although the Babvlo- 
nians had already learned the principle 
of the arch, they did not vituilt thetr build- 
ings save on a amiall scale, — 

In the town vou would find jursiness 
thoruughly well organized,  Pirsiness 
doctinents were written in cuneiform 
script on clay tablets, and when they bad 
been-read over, the parties to the contract 
eich signed by pressing hie thumbnail 
into the wet clay, which was then dried 
and preserved, Later engraved senls 
came into use for the purpose of wuthen- 
ticating docurbents. | an 

Qutsule the walls lay a ring of fields, 
come af them private property, some of 
them common land, but all abke paying 
tithes to the city-god, Beyond the entti- 
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vated fiells Iny the pasture land, which 
was allheld in vonmnan, The fields were 
coverad with a fetwork of-comils, which 
distributed the precious river-water, and 
tie whole system of irrigation was core- 
fully regulated and supervised, 


KINS-PEOPLE OF THE JEWS 


Not nich later than goon B,C we 
tid the whele fand tm the power of the 
representatives of the same Semitic race 
which has given ts Abraham, Moses, and 
David. and also Mahomet and Islam. 
The Semitic role makes its appearance in 
the person of an inpressive amd ronnie 
furire, one of the first of the grent fomul- 
ers of world-cmpires, Shargant-shiar-ali, 
hetter know1ins Sarton, King of Akkad. 

Fortunately we Know, wath a fatr 
amount of certainty, when he reigned, 
for the hist king of Serr chy Naibina ad, 
states that when he lard bare tie founda- 
tion-inscription of Naraum-Sin, son of 
Sargon, in the teniple of Shamash, at 
Sipparm. he was informed that Nara 
Sin had reigned 3.200 vears before his 
time, This fixes Naram-Sii at abet 
azso RB. Co and Sargon about g8oo B.C. 
so that he belongs to alout the time of 
the rise of éetiled government in, Egypt. 


A GARMENTS BEC ES Risa 


Apparentiy, Hike many of the greay men 
of history, he was of Tomble cred obeeure 
birth, The Chiéonicle of Kish states that 
“st Akkad, Sharrukin, the purdener, 
warder of the temple of Zamama, lve- 
came king.” But, whatever his orgin, 
the impression which he made on Tollow- 
ing ages was great and fasting, When 
men looked back to the Leginnings, they 
saw the figure qf Sargon standing, grea 
and vague, the fire man whe really 
courted in their bistorys and they hon- 
ored him accordingly, 

One of the greatest of Assvrian cor 
quetors called himself Sargon also, atter 
this early king, and around the name of 
the first unifier of the land there grew up 
2 legend which presents a curios paral- 
lel to: the story of the infancy of Moses. 
The Assyriin scribes of the eighth cen- 
tury. D.C, make him relate the stary of 
hisearly days, ay follows:

Aheat 2700 B.C. there rises another 
great figure. one of ‘the men whe mold 
human history and keep the world mov- 
me quwitd—a ran alsa who, if sorte 
eeholars are right, came mto close con- 
tact with Aliraham, and, great n= he was, 
fiumd the contact not at all te his oad- 
Viltitagre. . 

In tenesis xiv. we tem how “Amnr- 
phel, King af Shinar; Anoch, Ring of 
Ellasar: Chedorliomer. King of Mion and 
Tidal, King of (oi, made war onthe 
kings af Sadem and Gomerrah, who had 
rebelled against their overlord Chectar- 
lnomer : how Abraham's nephew, Lot, was 
captured by them, and how the Patriarch 
rescued] Lor and defeated the jnvaders.

TU, FIRST GREAT LAW-GIVER 


There remains Amraphel, King of 
Shinar, who t the mast interesting fig- 
wre of all, if; as deems not unlikely, he 
is to he tdentified with Hamminraln, King 
of Babvlon, the first. great low-giver of 
the world whose luws have come down 
to us. At the tine of the mvashin of 
Palestine it seems as though he and the 
others were vassals of the Elsmite 
Chedorlaomer, Perhaps the defeat stis- 
tained at Abrahams hinds weakened the 
Elamite King's authority, At all everits 
we tid Piaomn,raty firmly seated on the 
throne of Balwlon by about 2ag7 B.C, 

Nowwithstanding the unfortunate inci- 
dent with Abraham, le was a great con- 
queror, sulmluing thie Elamites, andl a 
serting his dominion over the whole of 
Babyloma and Mesapotaana; bot he was 
far nore, 

lle was awe of the first of all kings 
to understand that .a king's glory is a 
the father af his people. Am! so in his 
insctiplions, while we read of successful 
wars. we hear far ntore of catials dug, 
and temples gestered and ctty walla Tol, 
while fies faverte tithes are “Uinlder of 
the Land.” and “Ring of Raghteotrsmess.”

No such complete regulation of the af- 
fairs of human life was known elsewhere 
in ancient days; tor, indeed, it may be 
said, till Roman law asserted its: power 
over the world, (3f course, it docs quit 
follow that the glory of all this legisln- 
tion belongs to Hammurabi, who, im all 
probability. was merely the codifier of 
awe already existing.

To ws the time of Abraham seems al- 
tet ineredihly «distant, and we can 
scarcely brane otiréelves to telieve that 
civilized life whe actually possthle then;

The great fowegiver of [abylonia,

average length of the reigns speaks of 
the permanence and stability of the work 
which had heen dene by the great and 
wise mn whe had wnited all the wrang- 
ling communities of Fiabylonia into a 
single strony State. | 

But oo human work can endure tor- 
ever, andl the first empire of lahylotia 
was nov exeeption to. the rule. Tt suf- 
fered the fate commen to most early em- 
pres, The more highly cultured and ad-

Five centuries or so ensued, filled with 


more or less constant strife and: bicker- 


ing between the two States. In the mean- 


tine Egypt, under the great soldier Pha- 
raohs of the XVIItth dynasty, took ad- 
vantage of the divisions of the only two 
powers that could have resisted: her con- 
quest of all Palestine and Syria, and 


pushed herempire a5 far as to the banks 


of the Euphrates, 
Tn the letters of the time which! have 
been preserved (the Tell-el-Amarna tab- 
lets) it is interesting anid atmusing to see 
the caverness with which the kings of 
Assyria, Babylonia, and Mitanni plead 
for recornition by the Egyptian Pharaoh, 
each striving to tfnpress woon the great 
king the valae of his own friendship and 
the werthlessness of his neighhar's, 
Pharioh of Egypt is the doniinating 
figure of the wale world at this stage, 


antl the kines of the East, whatever their. 


private pride, are, in their public corre. 
spondence, his very humble and obechent 
“wrvants, The tulance of power, how- 
ever, wis to be peadjusted before lore. 
There is no need to wade through the 
dreary story of Assyrian conquest, save 
where we find it touching upon the Serip- 
ture records, King after king repeats, 
with monotonous reiteration, the story of 
endless campaigns; all ourked bythe same 
ruthless sliughter, the same yhastly cro- 
eliv, and the annie lack of permanent 
results. Apparently it was quite mrpes- 
sible for an Assyrian king to be a peace- 
ful. sovereign, Ulis State lived by and 
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for the ariy alone, and if he did mot 
give the any successful employment he 


was quickly murdered to make way for 


some one who would lead the tronps tt 


conqiest and plunder. 
A KING WEVIEWS [1S REIGN 


Take, as a single sprcimen of an As: 
syrian conqueror, Ashuronatsirpal IT, 
Whose magiiiheent palace at Kaloh, with 
its alabaster slalia exquisitely carved in 
relief, waa excavated by Layard in the 
fortics Of last century. The slabs are 
now one of the glories of the British 
Musetin, where also the statue of the 


great conqueror stunds. 


We have the record of eighteen years

ris great palace Gf Kalal stood 450 
feet square on a high platfenn facing 
the temple which be had built to the god 
Ninth. In its center was a court meas- 
uring 125 feet by roo, Rote this court 
were grouped the inmianerable rroitis and 
gullecies wf the great palace, chief amung 
them the throne reom, which measured 
54 feet by 33. The curios narrowness 
of the chambers is very noticeable, show. 
ing: the, continued prevalence of the ald 
Babylonian tradition, which was die to 
lack of good buildin stone and scarvity 
of timber. . 

Round each room tan a tange of sculp. 
tured alabaster sins, showing the king 
at war, at the hom, fording the river, or 
indfching through the meiuntains: while 
all the cruel details of his merciless wiar- 
fare were represented to the life.  In- 
senptions ran along the stabs, giving 
practically a lystory of the king's reign 
from. year to year, 

Thé narraw galleries were roofed with 
cedar beams, decorated with gold, silver, 
and bronze, and pay with color. At the 
doorways sto] imcnstrous firures of 
winged mant-hended hufls or lions, head 
and shoulders carefully wrought out as 
though the creatures were leaping ont of 
the walls, the rest deft andy sieggmester! in 
outline. These were the divine spqrits 
which guarded the entrance to the king's 
house. 


DESCKIEES His PALACE 


Ashur-natsir-pal thits deserilies his own 
palace: “A: palace for my roval dwelling- 
place. for the glorious seat of my royalty, 
1 founded for ever, and splendidly 
planned it: | surrounded it with a cor 
hice of copper, Sculptures of the erca- 
ties of land gid sea carved in alnbaster 
| made, and pliced them at the doors, 
Laity coor-pasts of ecdar wool! | made, 
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anil sheathed them with copper, and set 
them upott the gates, Thrones of costly 
woods, dishes of-tvery containing silver, 
geld, lead, copper, and tron, the spoil of 
my hand, taken from conquered lands, 1 
deposited therein,” 

Such was a great Assyrian motiarch 
on the ewilence of his own records, which 
there is no reason to doubt; surely the 
strangest enmibiiition of absolute brute 
savagery tind laxuriws and artistic taste 
that has ever walked this carih. Multi- 
ply Ashur-natsir-pal by the dozen, and 
you_have scime idea af the misery and the 
slanuzhter for which the great Assyrian 
Enipire was responsible during a period 
of at least Sor wears, 

REX SACHEM RAVAGES PALESTINE 

Ashitr-nitsir-pal was suceceded hy 
Shalmaneser 1] (860-825 7.0L), first of 
he Assyrian kings who mike mention of 
Istucl im their inscriptions, He reignei! 
for thirty-five years, and during that tine 
he commanded in thirts-two CSL Liens, 
which gives an idea of how much spore 
fine for peaceful industry was left to 
thie Assyrian State. As a matter of fact, 
Assyriclived apon spoil. Sle wos simply. 
the grentest at all robber commuanitres, 
and her stale industry was plundering 
the oiphicky peoples who were ch 
enough to excite her envy and too weuls 
fo resist her yighenes, 

Sennicherth was perhaps the most 
wilely famous of all Assyrinn monarehs. 
For ts, bf course, Sennacherih ig. the 
Assyrnin who “came down Ike a wolf on 
the fold,” and we think of him chiefly 
as the assailant of Tudeh, whose pride 
was so mysteriously throught low by the 
great disaster recorded in. LP Kings xix: 
a5: “The angel of the Lord went ont, 
and stmnete in the camp of the Assyrians 
cut Linares! four seore and five thousand ; 
and when they orosé early in the morn- 
ing, behold they were all dead corpses,” 

AS a matter of fact, however, Sen- 
nacherih'’s dealings with Herekiah of 
Judah were bot a small portion of a vast 
catipaign, and the wdisaster which hap- 
pened to his army, perfectly oocurately 
recorded in Scripture, took place net near

Rabylon, and bate titterly destroved that 
ancient city; turing the waters of a canal 
Across its site: while mows he wl really 
made Nineveh the focus of Assyrian 
power, and so identified it with the for- 
tunes of the natwien that to name Assyria 
is to bring tip the thought of Nimevelt. 

Ite left Nineveh, indeed, “that great 
city.” The cient of ita massive. walls 
was about seven miles, while omtside the 
walls of the furtress-town itself the city 
euburbs stretched far tte the country.

TTE FALL OF THENES 


The-fall of Thebes made oan profound 
impression upon the ancient world. 
Egypt s ancient fame had caste glamour 
upon men's minds, whieh still obsessed 
them Jon after her teal power had 
puss away. Nobody beleved that she 


could eer te actually conquered, and 
When the bopossihle happened, and 
Thebes fell before the Assyrians, the 


whole world waa anizedl 

You catch the reflection. of the general 
aston phment mm the words of the prophet 
Nahum (ih s8), Prophesving the fall of 
Nineveh, he cotypares her with ‘Thielwes 
which had so litely fallen.

A TRIBUTE TO THE BANYLONIANS 


Agnin anc again are we foreed to ex- 
chim as we become acquainted with the 
(loings of the ancients from these sources

These doctuments are so numerous that 
we will know individuals of certain pre- 
rials more intimately than we know of 
some of the centuries of our Christian 
era.

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The letters of Hammurabi that have 
been fom) were salifressed! toune af his 
povertiors, statiorcd at Larsa. They had 
been encased, and the envelope contamed 
sumething dike “To Sin-idinnam.” (in 
the receipt of the letter the case was 
peeled off. It began: “Unita Sin-icdlin- 
nam, this says Hamner.” 

His letters show that he gave personal 
oversiht to the minor affairs of his king- 
dam. Special attention f= devoted to the 
construction aned dredging of canuls, He 
superintencded the collection of reverities:

HEGULATING THE CALENDAR 


One of his letters shows how the cal- 
endar was regulated. As the Babylonians 
olderved the linar maith, it became nee- 
esiry ti insert an intercalary month. 
every third year, [na letter to Sin-idin- 
nam, after calling attention to the fact 
that the year was deficient. he ordered 
that the month upon which they were en- 
termg should be called “Second tut" 
instead of ‘Tishri, the month that jol- 
lower! Thal 

Tut he added: “Instead of the tribute 
arriving. in Bahylon on the 25th day of 
Tishri, let it arrive in Baliylon ono the 
15th day of Second Ellul.” That is, he 
pudhed forward the calendar; but he was 
wnwilling to walt a month, for lis reve- 
Hoes. - 

The letters. of a private character throw 
hight upon personal affairs, These deal 
with all the differest phinses wf life.

his son writes him that “thou, my father, 
didét say that wher T went to Dur-Armmt1- 
faduga . . .
